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DETAILED ACTION 

This application contains sequence disclosures that are encompassed by the definitions for nucleotide and/or 
amino acid sequences set forth in 37 CFR 1 .821 (a)(1 ) and (a)(2). However, this application fails to comply with the 
requirements of 37 CFR 1 .821 through 1 .825 for the reason(s) set forth on the attached Notice to Comply With 
Requirements for Patent Applications Containing Nucleotide Sequence And/Or Amino Acid Sequence Disclosures.

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

The inventions of groups I and II are drawn to materially different physical and chemical properties, structures, 
and utilities. For example, the invention of group I is drawn to a polypeptide for stroke prevention, such as CD39 or a 
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fragment thereof, and a composition comprising such, as compared to the inventions of groups II which is drawn to a 
CD39 knockout transgenic. 

3. The inventions of groups I and II are also drawn to materially different methods. For example, the invention 
of group I is drawn to methods of treatment or prevention of a thrombotic or ischemic disorder in a subject via the 
administration of an agent which inhibits ADP catabolism, while the invention of group II is to the use of a transgenic 
animal in testing the ability of compounds to prevent thrombotic or ischemic disorders. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a separate status in the 
art as shown by their divergent classifictions, recognized divergent subject matter and further because the searches 
required for the different inventions are not coextensive, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the inventorship must 
be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an 
inventor of at least one claim remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a 
petition under 37 CFR 1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i).
